Ten  years  have  gone  by  since 
Rev.  Dr.  Goodrich— than  whom  no 
pastor  was  over  more  warmly  loved 
opened  before  the  First  Church, 
of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  his  plan  for 
Sunday  offerings.  The  immediate 
and  large  increase  in  the  benevo- 
lent  gifts  of  the  "church,  on  the 
adoytion  of  tho  plnn,  proved  the 
excellence  of  his  judgment,  the  dis- 
cerning with  which  he  read  God  .s 
Word,  nrtt  only  lor  the  doctrinal, 
hut  for  its  practical  lessons.  The. 
church  has  felt  the  impulse  of  his. 
thought  until  this  day.  It  deserves 
to  be  known  that  there  has  never, 
since  he  spoke,  been  a year  in . 
which  the  benevolent  offerings  ol 
the  church  have  not  been  larger 
than  in  any  year  previous  to  the 
adoption  of  this  custom.  This- 
pliyt  even  at  its  worst,  has  surpass- 
ed ahy  other  plan  observed  hete, 
even  at  its  best.  Ho  great  is  the 
value  of  frequent  and  systematic 
giving;  so  much  superior  the  sim- 
ple method. of  the  scriptures  to  all 
others. 

As  for  the  plan  itself,  it  is  all  con- 
tained in  the  one  familiar  verse. 
“Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let 
cvery  one  of  yon  lay  by  him  in 
store,  as  god  hat h prospered  him.” 
There  are  just  two  things  enjoined 
here:  that  we  should  make  our  of- 
: ferings  tt)  the  Lord  statedly,  and 
that  we  should  givo  proportionate-, 
ly.  As  for  tho  time  of  our  gifis, 
the  apostle  names  the  Lord’s  day. 
As  lbr  the  measure  of  them,  they 


lie  Bibles  in  our  public  schools  and 
thereby  have  our  children,  educa- 
ted under  Catholic  influence  or  re- 
lieve Catholics  from  paying  -chool 
i tax,  or  they  will  involve  the  gov- 
ernment in  a terrible  religious  war 
(if  I may  be  allowed  to  use  that 
term.)  In  short,  we  must  submit 
to  the  “Ipse  Dixit”  of  the  Pope  or 
submit  to  a war. 

Now,  Bro.  Gambrell,  my  object
